Artificial Arm 
Made to Feel 


LONDON (AP) — Scientists 


have produced an artificial 
arm which can duplicate all 
natural .movements and has a 
sense of touch, the Times of 
Londan reported today. A re- 
search team attached to Edin- 
burgh University in Scotland, 
led by Prof. David Simpson, 
took two years to develop the 
device. Eleven children suf- 
fering deformities from thal- 
idomide have been taught to 
use simple types of the arm 
at the Pricess Margaret Rose 
Hospital, the newspaper re- 
ported. 


The Times said movement 


of the arm is controlled by 
tiny valve* which operate on 
jets of air driving (as motors. 


Children opefate it by shrug- 
ging their shoulders. 


The sense of touch comes 


from a small vibrating reed in 
the plastic finger tips. When 
objects are touched a sound is 
transmitted to a hearing aid 
behind the ear, the paper 
said. 


"The noise level is quite 


small, but different materials 
produce distinctive frequen- 
cies,' the time said. 


"Metallic objects have a 


harsh, high-pitched, scratchy 
sound, sandpaper produces 
the sort of noise one might 
expect from rubbing fingers 
over the rough surface and 
the touch on a person's cheek 
has a softer and gentler 
sound."

Under the contempt statute, 


Groppi could be jailed until the 
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end of the session, or for six 
months, whichever was short- 
est. 


Forty-eight Republicans voted 


for the contempt resolution, and 
four did not vote. Of the Assem- 
bly's 47 Democrats, 23 endorsed 
the resolution. 


It was approved after more 


than three and a half hours of 
debate. Records indicate the 
statute was used in 1937 against 
an assemblyman, but was not 
successfully invoked. 


A copy of the Assembly's res- 


olution was delivered promptly 
to the Dane County sheriff's of- 
fice. 


A spokesman for the state at- 


torney general's'office said the 
citation takes precedence over 
other charges, 
even though 


Groppi's attorneys were report- 
ed preparing a court challenge 
to the obscure statute's consti- 
tutionality. 


Sponsors of the resolution said 


the citation automatically jails 
Groppi under the legislature's 
contempt powers.

95 Americans Die in Week 
Viet Toll Lowest in 2 Years

SAIGON (AP) — The lowest 


weekly 
combat 
toll 
among 


Americans in two years was an- 
nounced today by the U.S. Com- 
mand, reflecting a three-week 
ull on the battlefield. 
An official summary said 95 


Americans were killed in action 
during the seven-day 
period 


ending at midnight last Satur- 
day—a drop from 135 the pre- 
vious week and the lowest week- 
y toll since the week ending 
Aug. 12, 1967, when 82 Ameri- 
cans died. 


While the American death toll 


decreased, -South Vietnamese 
;roop casualties rose from 297 to 
308 last week. Since the week 
ending May 10, South Viet- 
namese casualties have been 
consistently higher than Ameri- 
can combat deaths, which many 
officials say is a result of "Viet- 
namizing" the war. 


Deaths Declined 


The number of Americans 


wounded last week also went up 
o 1,315 from 1,114 the previous 
week, and South Vietnamese 
wounded from 883 to 896. The 
lumber of enemy killed de- 
fined to 2,382 from a revised to- 
al of 2,696 the previous week.

"They are posing a threat to 


the outlying areas," he said,

campaigns punctuated by high- 
joints, along the lines of pro- 
iracted combat." 


"What we anticipate is a low 


evel of activity punctuated by 
highpoints. cWe anticipate he 
will not jump off any large scale 
offensive in the near future. He 
las not taken the position yet of 


a sustained type offensive." 


Despite the low level of ene- 


my activity, the U.S. Command 
spokesman said American B52 
bombers are keeping up their 
iieavy raids along the border 
north of Saigon. 


"In the areas the B52s are hit- 


ting," he said, "the enemy is 
carrying on actions preparatory 
;o jumping off on a campaign. 
He is moving in supplies, build- 
ng his forces, gathering his 
orces. He doesn't gather his 
"orces unless he is planning 
something.

Gen Creighton Abrams was described 


as pressing for the trials and as having 
said he would resign his command in Viet- 
nam if pressure to drop the charges was 
successful. Several weeks ago. Central In- 
telligence Agency officers in Washington 
called in a few reporters in an unprecedent- 
ed not - for - attribution meeting in which 
they said the CIA had nothing to do with 
the alleged murder of a Vietnamese double 
agent. 


But the Army persisted in its position 


against great Congressional pressure. Only 
last weekend, it detailed the way the killing 


was supposed to have taken place and who 
was responsible. There were some ques- 
tions as to whether this was proper in 
advance of the trials. 


Now the Army says all charges are 


being dropped because the men could not 
receive a fair trial since CIA men would not 
testify on grounds that national security 
would be harmed. How the CIA could have 
been expected to testify as to its proce- 
dures and personnel at a public trial in the 
first place is another question. 


There are more unanswered questions 


than ever now about the case. Quite aside 
from the charges, the public can have no 
conclusion other than that the Army, its 
special Green Beret force, and the CIA are 
working at cross-purposes in Vietnam and 
elsewhere. 


Empty Beds in College Dorms 


The news that there are some 3,000 


empty beds in dormitories of the Wisconsin 
State Universities is alarming. It is difficult 
to see how the trend can be changed. 


As explained by university 
officials, 


there are a number of reasons for the 
shortages. To some extent theyjnay be due 
to increase in tuition for out of state 
students and the efforts of the regents to 
discourage the attendance of out of state 
students. This is particularly true on the 
campuses near state borders. There was an 
unexpected increase in the number of 
students who dropped out of school after 
the spring semester and there undoubted- 
ly will be more dropping out after the first 
fall term. Policies at some universities have 
been changed to permit more students to 
live off campus. In fact, due to indications 
that the campuses were going to be 
overcrowded, students last spring were 
encouraged to find off-campus housing. 
According to statistics, this expectation was 
justified as early applications were up but 
for some reason the students just didn't 
show up in September. This has also been 
true at some private colleges in the state 
this year. 


Some weeks ago we referred to a 


meeting in which students told administra- 
tors why they didn't like 
to 
live 
in 


dormitories. This is a growing trend. The 
state universities, of course, can require 
underclassmen to live in dormitories but 


once permission has been granted for some 
to live off campus, it is difficult to reverse 
the policy. University of Wisconsin-Green 
Bay officials have wisely noted the trend 
and in cooperation with private industry 
are building living facilities along apart- 
ment rather than traditional 
dormitory 


lines. Regulations in dormitories on other 
campuses have been considerably modified 
so as to offer more freedom for students 
and encourage them to move in. 


The problem is further complicated by 


the fact of a shortage of low income 
housing in many areas surrounding the 
universities. When students move into 
private apartments, they are often making 
the shortages worse and many landlords 
say they prefer the student tenants because 
they can get a higher rent. 


It is not a simple matter to determine in 


the spring what enrollments will be in the 
fall. If the universities change their policies 
and require more students to live in 
dormitories, there is every chance that the 
demand will be greater than the supply of 
beds, permission will once more be granted 
to live off campus and the whole matter 
will have come full circle. 


The wider use of private funds in 


building dormitories is certainly the trend. 
But what do we do with the publicly 
financed ones we already have — and the 
lack of sufficient income to meet payments 
on the money borrowed to build them? 


T/te FTC /sn7f Doing Its Job 


One of President Nixon's campaign 


statements was that "the consumer must be 
protected." A recent report by a group of 
lawyers representing the American Bar 
Association who took over the task at the 
President's request has pointed out rather 
forcefully that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion is simply not doing the job. 


Actually a similar report was made 


earlier in the summer by trouble shooter 
Ralph Nader and his group of young men 
and women sometimes referred to as 
"Nader's Raiders." Both reports empha- 
sized that the FTC is far too concerned 
with unimportant trivia, such as discover- 
ing that one bubblegum company had the 
exclusive right to baseball cards, that there 
is extensive delay in coming to decisions 
and that there is less work being done now 
by the FTC with more personnel than in 
previous years. 


It may be that the FTC simply has too 


big a job to do. It is authorized to work 
with the Justice Department in anti-trust 
decisions, for instance, that well could be 
left to that department and the courts. 
There is also the problem of cooperation 
with state and local authorities who are 
generally much closer to the problems of 
outright consumer 
fraud and probably 


better equipped to handle them. And there 
is also the difficulty of determining when 
an ad for a product 
is 
intentionally 


misleading, an outright falsehood or merely 
an inducement. The "buyer beware" slogan 
must still apply in a nation when making a 
profit is important. 


The ABA panel has suggested that a 


revision of the FTC under an outstanding 
new chairman to be appointed soon by 
President Nixon might help to solve the 
problems. But there are other disturbing 
aspects in salesmanship that bilks the 
consumer, and Mr. Nader, rather than the 
FTC, has taken the leadership in pointing 
them out. 


It has been reported that the National 


Traffic Safety Bureau in the United States 
Department of Transportation knows of 
defects in the new cars but doesn't release 
that information. Mr. Nader further points 
out four studies, listed by Food and Drug 
Commissioner Herbert Ley last July as 
reason for his determination that there was 
no danger in feeding monosodium gluta- 
mate to babies, weren't exactly what Mr. 
Ley inferred. Mr. Nader said two of the 
studies did not exist and the other two 
reached no conclusion on the baby food 
additive which enhances taste. And while 
most Americans ought to take with a grain 
of salt the various come-ons in gasoline, 
toothpaste and cigarette advertising in 
particular, a lot of them appear to be taken 
in — or at least admen must so believe. 


The foot dragging of the FTC was also 


revealed when former President Johnson 
appointed a special consumer agent to look 
into the problem, a position that has been 
continued by President Nixon. But there 
should be more coordination and coopera- 
tion among the federal agencies, especially 
when dangerous or highly defected pro- 
ducts somehow manage to get on the 
market.

A Word Edgewise 
Falacy of Alliance for Progress: 
Latin America Is Not an Entity

A good point of departure 


for exploring American policy 
towards Latin America is to 
look at the scale of present 
commitments. In his last bud- 
get, 
in January, 1969. Presi- 


dent Johnson requested a total 
of $625,000,000 for the Alliance 
for Progress. Of this, only 
$110,000,000 was allocated for 
outright grants; the remaind- 
er, for development loans. 
Congress cut this to a fugure 
of $420.000,000. It also provided 
that no more than $25 million 
in military assistance (which 
comes from a different kitty) 
be allotted to Latin America. 


While to most of us this 


seems like a lot of money, two 
things should be kept in mind. 
First, the bulk of it will 
provide loans; and, second, in 
comparative terms, it is not a 
lot of money. In fact, it is 
peanuts. (President Nixon has, 
for instance, just requested 
$625 million additionally (over 
10 years) to develop a model 
airplane, the SST, which will 
take people places faster than 
anyone has to get there.) In 
short, the U. S. "giveaway" 
program in Latin America is 
trivial in terms of our Gross 
National 
Product. 
And $25 


million would hardly keep a 
decent-sized a r m y stocked 
with medals. For those who 
think this sounds exaggerated, 
it might be noted that the 
federal tax on telephone ser- 
vice will bring in an estimated 
$1.2 billion in 1969. 
WANT QUICK RESULTS 


Why then is there so much 


noise, so much paper-shuffling, 
such a crisis in decision-mak- 
ing? A number of considera- 
tions are relevant, but prob- 
ably the most important is the 
American passion for quick, 
visible 
results. 
As Lyndon 


Johnson put it at the Punta del 
Este meeting in April, 1967, 


"Economic and social develop- 
ment is a task not for sprint- 
ers but for long-distance run- 
ners." As our reaction to the 
war in Vietnam indicate, we 
have a national distaste for 
long-distance running. 


In addition, the Kennedy 


Administration had a talent 
for oversell and the Alliance 
for Progress was a classic 
example. By the time Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy's resi-

dent rhetoricians got through 
packaging it, the Alliance had 
strong overtones of the Second 
Coming. In fact, it was an 
extremely prosaic mix of a 
number of existing projects 
which the Kennedy theorists 
hoped to vitalize, largely by 
providing new and dynamic 
leadership. President Kennedy, 
who had a cold grasp on 
reality, was by 1963 set to junk 
the initial structure (which had 
featured Richard Goodwin try- 
ing to play Secretary of State 
to an audience of unimpressed 
mandarins at Foggy Bottom) 
and try again. 


Mr. Johnson continued the 


main lines of Alliance policy, 
though with few illusions about 
cut-rate solutions. As he sum- 
med it up at Punta del Este, 
"We have learned much, and 
much that we have learned 
confirms the judgment of Ec- 
clesiastes that 'he who in- 
creaseth wisdom, increaseth 
sorrow.' We have long since 
abandoned 
t h e 
view that 


rhetoric could alter a social 
system — or that a blue print 
c o u l d guarantee economic 
growth." 
NO SUCH ENTITY 


What neither Kennedy nor 


Johnson ever publicly ques- 
tioned was the major premise 
of the Alliance: that there is 
such 
an 
entity 
as 
"Latin 


America." Yet anyone who 
has spent any tune there 
recognizes the immense dif- 
ferences that exist within this 
geographical f i c t i o n . The 
"blancos" of the Rio de la 
Plata region, for example, 
have far more in common 
with Spain than with neighbor- 
ing Brazil, to say nothing of 
Guatemala 
(with its Indian 


majority) and Haiti (which 
might as well be on the 
moon). To Costa Ricans, Mex- 
icans are "North Americans;" 
my Peruvian friends invari- 
ably refer to Bolivians as 
"Tibetans." 


Perhaps then the beginning 


of wisdom is to stop trying to 
treat, the area as a unit, stop 
pushing that great panacea the 
"common market," and rec- 
ognize that unity will 
not 


develop because we pretend 
it is there. In other words, 
there is a compelling case for 
bilateral programs tailored to 
the needs of the individual 
nations that happen to be on 
the same map. As far as 
political strings are concerned, 
we should play it by ear. With 
a 
full recognition that we 


cannot manipulate democratic 
leaders into power, we should 
make every effort to establish 
ths 
preconditions 
f o r the 


emergence of such leadership. 
And to help it, once in power. 


Above 
all, we must be 


generous and patient. Two 
hundred and fifth million peo- 
ple need our help, but we have 
to get in spiritual shape for 
long-distance running.

Materialism Blamed for All Our Ills, 
But Is That Really the Problem? 
. 
With Sex, but Adults Are

It has come to be fashion- 


able of late for writers and 
commentators to l a y the 
blame for all the problems of 
modern America, from en- 
vironmental pollution to spir- 
itual unrest, at the doorstep of 
a m a s s i v e materialism, 
mothered by science and tech- 
nology. Even columnist Sydney 
Harris, m whose refreshing 
viewpoints on many subjects I 
find much to admire, has 
taken up this refrain He goes 
so far as to find reason in it 
for refusing to read science- 
fiction. 


We would be callous indeed 


not to be revolted by the 
creeping poisons that are con- 
taminating our material and 
spiritual 
environments. But 


let's at least have the aca- 
demic integrity to do more 
than scratch the surface to 
find the roots of our troubles. 
To start, a few definitions are 
in order 


1) Science: Webster sup- 


plies, "Possession of knowl- 
edge as distinguished from 
ignorance and misunderstand- 
ing " One of our finer social 
thinkers expands this to, "A 
Methodology for the determi- 
nation of the most probable in 
any field of inquiry " 


2) Technology 
The same 


source quoted above supplies 
"The application of science to 
the -means of living," which is 
a short cut to Webster's, 
"Totality of the means em- 
ployed to provide objects for 
human sustenance or com- 
foit" 


Together, science and tech- 


nology comprise all of the 
mental and physical tools in- 
vented by man to help him 


control his environment to his 
own advantage. 


But tools are passive things, 


having no motivations of their 
own, 
not even if they are 


purposely fashioned to expe- 
dite a specific task. Is it not 
specious thinking to blame 
them for our problems? After 
all, a simple chisel may be 
employed to create or destroy 
a masterpiece of woodwork or 
sculpture. And the same indus- 
trial behemoth that "killed" 
Lake Erie may be employed to 
return it to something tran- 
scending the beauty of its 
pristine glory. 


As far back as I can 


remember (which brackets the 
years between 1920 and today) 
social and ecological scientists 
have been warning our leader- 
ship of the logical outcome of 
that wholesale perversion of 
our m e c h a n i c a l ingenuity 
which is the real causative 
agency behind the problems so 
easily sluffed off on "material- 
ism " 


The c u l t u r a l motivations 


that drive American society 
are obscure and conflicting to 
say 
the least 
but Veblen 


summed it all up very ade- 
quately in 1923, with 
the 


observation t h a t , "Neither 
tangible performance nor the 
common good is a business 
proposition. Any material good 
which his traffic may serve is 
quite b e s i d e the business 
man's purpose, except indi- 
rectly, m so far as it may 
serve to influence his clientele 
to his advantage " 


Contrary to the usual inter- 


pretation of this passage, it is 
not a censure of business men 
per se but an illumination of 
the basic motivations under- 


lying the whole mercantile 
ethic, which, in turn, makes 
the decisions that direct the 
way in which our "tools" are 
employed. The 
industrialist 


himself is quite at the mercy 
of these basic motivations, 
even if he understands them 
and his own compelling in- 
stincts motivate him toward 
social betterment. This is the 
conflict that is polluting our 
spiritual fabric at the same 
time that a misdirected tech- 
nology is destroying our physi- 
cal environment. 


In the whole fabric of the 


investment enterprise phase of 
mercantilism, there is an ur- 
gency to achieve a return on 
capital funds that are increas- 
ing at an accelerating rate 
with time, making the urgency 
more acute with every passing 
year. This being the case, 
there is very little hope of 
controlling the pollution of our 
mental and material environ- 
ments unless someone can 
devise a way to make the 
endeavor return a percentage 
on a monetary investment. I'll 
leave it to the reader to

Crisis in Morality - The Vatican Speaks Out... V 
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Humanae Vitae Is New Way of Presenting Moral Problems

Through his distinguished Vat- 


ican emissaries, Pope Paul VI 
speaks out on the moral issues 
of today: the pill and popula- 
tion, the breakup of the family, 
love, sex and marriage.

food editors see red Tuesday 
afternoon at their week-long 
conference at the Drake Ho- 
tel. 


They had expected the top 


speech of the week in the talk 
by Mrs. Virginia H. Knauer, 
special assistant to President 
Richard M. Nixon for con- 
sumer affairs. They didn't get 
what they wanted and voiced 
their disappointment after an 
unsatisfactory, too brief ses- 
sion of question and answers. 


Mrs. Knauer herself called

Editors Felt Slighted 


Discarding h e r prepared 


speech already distributed to 
the newspaper women, Mrs. 
Knauer opted for the question 
and answer period with ques- 
tions from the floor on the 
spur of the moment. The food 
editors were unprepared; the 
questioning had no direction. 


Mrs. Knauer had spoken 


earlier in the day to members 
of the American Meat Insti- 
tute, meeting elsewhere in 
Chicago, and she was sched- 
uled to catch a plane in order 
to meet with President Nixon 
by 6:30 p.m. in Washington, 
D. C. The food editors felt 
they came out a poor third in 
the busy schedule of a busy 
woman. 


Disconnected Session 


Before the questioning be- 


gan, Mrs. Knauer made a 
plea to the editors to "present 
a united front behind the 
president to help end the war 
in Vietnam." She noted that 
"if we unify, efforts at the 
negotiation table will be bet- 
ter." 


The questions skipped from 


one subject to another with no 
coherence, no discussion or 
amplification. 
Mrs. Knauer 


used such words as "nitty- 
gritty" and explained that 
consumer education was "her 
bag." She explained that her 
proposed curriculum on con- 
sumer education from kinder- 
garten up to secondary school 
is being held in abeyance until 
the proper director — "that 
spark plug" — is found. 


On the subject of labeling 


packaged products on grocers' 
shelves, she said there was a 
breakdown in communication, 
that the women of America 
should have been told about 
the v o l u n t a r y compliance 
clause, namely that dealers 
were to be allowed to use up 
all their old packaged stock 
before conforming to the new 
packaging and labeling laws. 
Cereal packaging was under 
discussion. 


When asked why we have so 


many different names for the 
same cuts of meat, she coun- 
tered with "This is your area 
— why don't you demand 
standardization by leaning on 
the packers, the processors?"

day. Mrs. Knauer urged food 
editors to use the powers of 
their pens to publicize all its 
aspects. "You should not al- 
low other reporters from oth- 
er sections to do stories in 
food services of the "inner 
city," she admonished. 


On the responsibility of the 


food editor, Mrs. Knauer sees 
her in a more important role 
than the dispenser of recipes 
to a well-fed public. "If more 
space were devoted to nutri- 
tion and less to the recipes for 
apple pie and such, how much 
better off would the public 
be?" she asked. 


Wasted Afternoon 


Most of the editors found 


the afternoon a waste, espe- 
cially since the speaker al- 
ready has made her mark in 
the field of consumer interests 
as an active worker in her 
home town of Philadelphia 
and later as an effective and 
dynamic head of the Division 
of Consumer Protection for 
the State of Pennsylvania.

The constitutionality of the 
measure was questioned along 
with the ability of aldermen to 
draw the line between por- 
nographic and acceptable ma- 
terials. 


"I think we can draw the 


line,"

Aid. E d w a r d 


Maloney (9th), the chief sup- 
porter of licensing. 


Aid. Glenn Thompson (13th) 


disagreed. "I don't think that 
we are qualified for it," he 
declared. 


Many Subjects 


Maloney replied there 
are 


many subjects that come before 
the council on which individual 
aldermen may lack knowledge. 
"Individually, none of us is 
qualified" 
to make 
all the 


decisions required of the coun- 
cil, 
"but 
collectively, 
that's 


what we are here for, to make 
these decisions," said Maloney. 


Maloney said the 
proposal 


was intended "to give enforce- 
ment power to an ordinance 
that is on the books," by 
requiring dealers to promise to 
obey the ordinance when they 
apply for licensing. 


He said pornography in Apple- 


ton is part of "a pattern, even a 
plan I think" to disrupt society 
and government in this country 
by corrupting the minds of the 
young. He related pornography 
to violence in cities and on cam- 
puses, saying 
together 
they 


form a pattern. 


Very Effective 


Maloney also 
presented 
a 


letter 
from 
Wisconsin Atty. 


Gen. Robert Warren, who stated 
he believes "properly drawn 
licensing or other city ordi- 
nances can, if vigorously en- 
forced, be very effective in 
controlling the spread of porno- 
graphic materials within the 
community." 


Warren also warned that at- 


tempts at r e g u l a t i o n are 
"fraught w i t h 
constitutional 


problems," and he urged Ma- 


loney to seek out ordinances 
that have survived court tests in 
other communities. 


Opponents of the 
measure 


pointed out the city has a 
relatively new ordinance against 
selling obscene materials to 
juveniles, which according to 
City Atty. David Geenan is 
among the few restrictions that 
have been up held in court.

Aid. Walter Kalata (2nd) said 


he shared Maloney's concern 
but 
disagreed 
with his ap- 


proach. 


"We have got to have faith . .. 


in our judicial system," said 
Kalata, adding that the courts 
are "where we ultimately have 
got to go" with pornography 
cases. 


Aid. Bruce Stautzman (1st) 


agreed, pointing out that dealers 
would still have the option of 
appealing to the courts if they 
were charged with violating the 
licensing measure, so in effect 
nothing would be changed by 
adopting it. 


Aid. Hobert Roemer 
(8th) 


said the city licenses Christmas 
tree dealers, taverns and junk- 


yards, so he was unable to see 
why book stores couldn't be 
licensed. 


Be a Deterrant 


"We might never have to use 


it," he said of the provision for 
revoking or refusing licenses if 
dealers are found to be selling 
unacceptable materials. But, he 
added, "It would be quite a 
deterrant."

Thompson was a cab driver 


in New York for a while and 
then domestic problems set in 
He was divorced and went t( 
Texas where he was convicted 
of armed robbery. He was sen 
teneed to 10 years in prison 
in 1963 but was paroled after 
four years. 


Arriving in Fresno in 1968 to 


visit his mother, he went to 
work for the city recreation de 
partment as a playground di 
rector and married the former 
Betty Turner of Fresno.

Artificial Arm 
Made to Feel 


LONDON(AP) -Scientists 


have produced an artificial 
arm which can duplicate all 
natural movements and has a 
sense of touch, the Times of 
Londan reported today. A re- 
search team attached to Edin- 
burgh University in Scotland, 
led by Prof. David Simpson, 
took two years to develop the 
device. Eleven children suf- 
fering deformities from thal- 
idomide have been taught to 
use simple types of the arm 
at the Pricess Margaret Rose 
Hospital, the newspaper re- 
ported. 


The Times said movement 


of the arm is controlled by 
tiny valves which operate on 
jeU of air driving gas motors. 


Children operate it by shrug 
ging their shoulders. 


The sense of touch comes 


from a small vibrating reed in 
the plastic finger tips. When 
objects are touched a sound is 
transmitted to a hearing aid 
behind the ear, the paper 
said. 


"The noise level is quite 


small, but different materials 
produce distinctive frequen- 
cies,' the time said. 


"Metallic objects have a 


harsh, high-pitched, scratchy 
sound,, sandpaper produces 
the sort of noise one might 
expect from rubbing fingers 
over the rough surface and 
the touch on a person's cheek 
has a softer and gentler 
sound."
